Property Body 
Give Program 
For Tax Relief 


The newly organized 
Property 
Owners' Division of 
the Chicago 
Real Estate Board, which recently 
has enrolled more than four thous­ 
and property owners of Chicago in­ 
to membership in order 
to secure 
tax relief, has announced a legis­ 
lative program. 
A fter months of su n n y and care­ 
ful analysis of Cook County’s cha­ 
otic tax predicament, the Executive 
Committee of the Property Owners’ 
Division, in joint .session with the 
Board of Directors of the Chicago 
Real Estate Board, have agreed on 
four measures for immediate activ­ 
ity in connection with a more com­ 
prehensive program for tax relief 
which will follow. 
The four m eas­ 
ures proposed for adoption during 
the present session of the General 
Assembly at Springfield follow: 
I . . legislation to provide that the 
payment of 1929 taxes be postpon­ 
ed until after July I, 1931 without 
penalty. 
2. That hereafter all taxes in­ 
cluding those of 1929 may be paid 
in quarterly installments beginning 
about .July I, 1931. 
3. That 1930 taxes he funded if 
possible, or if not, then that they 
be payable on the installment basis 
over a period of twenty years. 
4. 
That 1929 taxes be funded, if 
possible, or if not that they he pay-

M a k i n g "S e r v i c e ” M e a n S o m e t h i n g 


T 


h e " la k e c o u n ty ex p erim en t” demon­ 
strated a new and better method of bring­ 
ing electric service to scattered suburban and 
rural communities in northern Illinois. One 
centrally-located dearie station was substi­ 
tuted for a dozen small local plants—:and 
wooden pole lines carried service long dis­ 
tances to twenty-two customer-communities. 
But the story of the Lake County Experiment 
has already been told. . . 


What bad been done once could be done 
again. What bad worked in Lake County 
could be made to work over 6,000 square 
miles of territory surrounding Chicago. And 
that was the job of the Public Service Com­ 
pany twenty years ago. 


All over northern Illinois, local electric 
’ stations that served only one town were 
abandoned. A few modern stations capable 
, of serving twenty . . . thirty. . . forty towns 
replaced them. This extension of the “central 
station” idea demonstrated by the Lake 
County Experiment brought service to al- 
, most IOO new communities within a few 
i years. 
1 
The wooden wire-strung poles that paral­ 
leled every main highway became symbols of 
a new era of electric service—a service that 
was available twenty-four hours a day instead 
of a meager six. It meant much to the resi­ 
dents of northern Illinois. 


Storms, however, still played havoc with 
these pole lines. Terrific winds uprooted 
poles, tore down wires. Service was inter­ 
rupted. Trouble-shooting crews were dis­ 
patched at once to repair the damage. They 


worked twenty-four hour shifts, if necessary. 
But sci /ice had been interrupted. 


So the next job was to forestall as many of 
these interruptions as possible. The network 
of pole lines was strengthened. Old lines 
were replaced with new lines of sturdier de­ 
sign. Communities had service brought to 
them over more than one route. In case of 
an accident on the main line, service could 
be switched immediately to an indirect or 
“detour” line. The large investment in this 
reconstruction program resulted in a definite 
advance toward the high quality of service 
which is taken for granted today. 


In 1923, an even greater step forward was 
taken. Interconnection of electric systems 
was introduced into northern Illinois. Just as, 
twelve years before, the files of wire-strung 
poles typified an era of improved twenty-four 
hour- service, the steel tower lines that now 
began to appear typified an era of super-service. 
These steel towers, anchored in concrete and 
tran smitting vast quantities of energy, strength­ 
ened the pathways of power between impor­ 
tant generating stations* 


Today steel tower lines are a familiar 
sight They interconnect all the Company’s 
large dearie stations, making the power 
produced at any one of them available to 
all the others. They interconnea, also, the 
power resources of neighbor utility compa­ 
nies, tying in 317 northern Illinois cities and 
towns with the greatest pool of power in 
the world.

The South school is so built that 
wings 
may be added on the ea*t 
and west, and a combination audi­ 
torium and 
gymnasium on the 
south, using the present “assembly 
hall’’ as a foyer. 
Plan of New North School 
The proposed and eventual new 
north side building would conform 
to the needs of modem teaching, in 
that it will be practically a junior 
high school—entirely different from 
the 
old-fashioned 
eighth-grade 
school with its many as TO pupils 
sitting at desks all day. The new 
school will be departmental, like 
the present high school, with the 
pupils all working at projects, and 
“learning to do ay doing.” 
There 
■will be more freedom in the new | 
school, because the pupils will be » 
doing what they like 
to do; not ‘ 
driven to what they have to do. 
Then it is the plan for grades, 
three to five to spread out with a J 
similar plan of teaching. 
Superin- J 
tendent Whitmore, who seconded 
Mr. Noyes’ remarks, contrasted the 
universal love of school by pupils 
in the first, second, 
and perhaps 
third grades, with the hatred of 
school that may develop in the third 
grade on up. 
This is the fault of 
the school more than the pupil, he 
declared; because the old system is 
wrong, and 
now 
recognized as 
wrong. 
Arlington Heights schools 
are now employing the newel and 
more correct methods as far as the 
cramped and obsolete North build­ 
ings will permit. 
The more pupils in a school, the 
more economical 
to 
operate, so 
while some other north school site 
may be developed for 
the lower 
grades, the main school on the jun­ 
ior high school plan will remain 
at about the present North school 
site. 
Plan Hot Pan bes 
To get around the longer dis­ 
tances of walking to centralized 
schools, warm lunches at noon weie 
suggested. Mrs. Moodie, president 
of the association and other speak­ 
ers discussed plan> foi the P. T. 
A. to cooperate toward these in the 
next school year, especially in win­ 
ter. The High school's system was 
warmly praised. 
With the backing of the P. T. A., 
any school building project can be 
put over surely, Mr. Noyes told 
them. 
On Free Kindergarten 
The P. T. A. had asked Mr. Noyes 
also to speak on what can be done 
^toward a free kindergarten in the 
# schools. He read the law upon the 
subject, stating that the board 
would ae required to have one pro­ 
vided that there are fifty parents 
oi children 4 to 6 years oid. to 
sign a petition for it; and provided 
there are at least lo pupils to en­ 
ter the class. 
He suggested that a survey be 
made to determine the possible pu­ 
pils, and parents interested. 
It is 
probable that the P. T. A. will co- 
oi>erate in making this -urvey. 
Mr. Noyes remarks were heart­ 
ily applauded.
